‘BATTLE OF LARISSA.- 


meilénes Assail the’ Moslems with 


‘the Most Desperate Bravery. 

» [BY ASSOCIATED. PRESS WIRE.] 

LARISSA, April* 21.—([By. ‘Atlantic 
Cable.) The first seriously-planned 
battle commenced. today. Early this 
morning the Greeks under Gen. Mav- 
ronichali and Macros advanced from 
Reveni, Boughasi and St. Elias against 
Edhem Pasha’s advance guard. The 
fighting was greatly extended, and the 
battle raged until late this afternoon 
with varying fortunes. 

The Greeks were assisted by thou- 
sands of irregulars, who harassed the 
Turkish outposts and wings, as well as 
participated in the general engage- 
ment. The Turks had an overwhelm- 
ing superiority in numbers. They had 
constructed earthworks ‘and trenches 
everywhere and in and behind these 
awaited the attacks of the Greeks. On 
‘the whole they clung tenaciously to 
their defenses, while the Greeks at- 
tacked them again and again with the 
most despefate bravery. 

In spite of the furious attacks still 
made upon them, the Greeks continue 
to hold the Reveni and Nezeros passes. 
At 3 o’clock this afternoon it is prac- 
tically a drawn battle. 

Crown Prince Constantine is hurrying 
reinforcements to the front. 


IN TERRIBLE SUSPENSE. 


The People of Athens Close Their 
Shops to Offer Prayers. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

ATHENS, April 21—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The public suspense here :to- 
night ig terrible, owing to the lack of 
definite news. The government has re- 
ceived telegrams from Larissa, fre- 
quently throughout the day, urging 
the prompt dispatch of reinforcements 
to that point, as the Greek troops are 
being exhausted by the constant Tur- 
kish attacks. 

All the shops were ‘closed today while 
prayers were being offered in the 
churches for the success of the Greek 
troops.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 21.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.]—The sitting of the mil- 
itary commission has been continuous 
since yesterday at the Yildiz Kiosk.

WASHINGTON, April 21—[Associ- 
ated Press Dispatch.] Senator Perkins 
presented two petitions from California 
today, one for and the other against 
the abrogation of the Hawaiian reci- 
procity treaty.

DEMOCRATIC PROGRAMME, 


They Will Force Due Consideration 
of the Tariff Bill. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] | 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—There has 
been some discussion of the probable 
programme of the Democratic members 
of the Finance Committee with refer- 
ence to the Tariff Bill, and it is learned 
that, while their plans are not definitely 
matured, they intend to have reasona- 
ble consideration of the bill in the com- 
mittee and believe they will have the 
support of Senator Jones of Nevada 
upon any fair proposition which they 
submit. The Democrats do not want 
an extended consideration in commit- 
tee, but may desire to offer some 
amendments after they see the bill, the 
adoption now of which they consider 
they would be more likely to secure in 
the committee than in the open Senate. 

It is said in the Senate that the Dem- 
ocratic plan is not to delay the bill any 
longer than is necessary, but that every 
Senator desiring to discuss it shall have 
the opportunity to do so, and such rec- 
ord-making votes as the Democrats 
think necessary shall be had. This pol- 
icy the Democrats will pursue to the 
end. 

In this connection it may be stated 
that the Democrats of the Senate do not 
approve of the policy of Mr. Bailey and 
his fellow-Democrats of the House. At- 
tention is called to the fact that it was 
long ago said that the policy which 
Speaker Reed and the Republicans of 
the House are pursuing would be fol- 
lowed in, order to direct attention to the 
delay to the Tariff Bill in the Senate.

In this 
connection. Mr, Mason sarcastically re- 
ferred to the inaction of the Senate on 
all great questions before it, the long 
and fruitless debate on Cuba and the 
delay of the arbitration treaty. 

Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts replied 
briefly, pointing out that the other 
branch of Congress was more open to 
criticism than the Senate. He was in 
accord with Mr. Mason, however, on 
the need of new rules. 

A vote was taken on Mr. Gorman’s 
motion to refer the Mason resolution 
to the Rules Committee which pre- 
vailed, 32 to 24. 

A further discussion of the subject 
is promised, 4s Mr. Hoar has pending 
a resolution to discharge the Committee 
on Rules from further considering the 
reform of the rules. ! 

Most of the day was given to the 
Bankruptcy Bill.» The wote on the sub- 
Stitute and amendments will be taken 
at 3 p.m. tomorrow. It was agreed 
that a committee of fifteen Senators 
should represent the Senate at the com- 
ing Grant memorial ceremonies. 

Mr. Cullom’s resolution yesterday 
calling on the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for information relative to internal 
revenue taxes on distilled spirits ,was 
agreed to. This cleared the way for 
an unexpected and very breezy speech 
from the new Senator from Illinois, Mr. 
Mason, which aroused two outbursts 
from the gallery. It occurred on the 
resolution of Mr. Mason, introduced 
yesterday, directing the Committee on 
Rules to report a rule providing for 
the closing of debate and for the pre- 
vious question. It was Mr. Mason’s 
maiden speech in the Senate, and he 
was followed with great interest. He 
said he desired to have the resolutions 
go to the Committee on Rules, but he 
gave notice that unless some report 
was forthcoming at an early day he 
would move to have the committee dis- 
charged, so that the resolutions could ; 
be brought. before the Senate. It was 
agreed on all hands, proceeded the Sen- 
ator sarcastically, that the Senate is a 
great body. That is a view particularly . 
of those within the body and on the 
pay-roll. But every one knew also that © 
it was the only legislative body in ex-_ 
istence incapable of doing business. 
Mr. Mason said he hoped he would -be | 
forgiven for these reflections, for he 
Was still in the “kindergarten class,” 
and he recognized that he was thresh- 
ing over old straw. But he proposed 
to keep threshing over this old straw 
during his next six years in the Senate, 

Mr. Mason referred to the approach- 
ing tariff debate. The bill would be 
before the Senate soon. It remedied an 
act which promised a “tariff for rev- 
enue,” and gave a “tariff for defi- 
ciency.” It was now proposed to give 
protection to American industries and 
to the American laboring man. And 
yet the business interests were tremb- 
ling on the verge of “despondency and 
Democracy’’ because they knew that 
the fate of the bill depended not upon 
the majority, but on the ~ minority. 
Every ‘one knows, he declared, that 
while we profess to be a government by 
the people, when we reach the highest 
body in the government there is.a rule 
of the minority. 

Mr. Mason glanced around the cham- 
ber and said he observed the smile on 
the faces of some of his colleagues. 
They all liked power, and as soon as a 
man entered these Senate doors his. en- 
ergies were directed to retaining power 
in the old way. 
~ “T want to deliver a message from 
the people before this hope of power 
possesses me,”’ exclaimed the Senater, 
and the galleries gave response by 
hearty applause. 

Mr. Mason spoke of the paralysis of 
business in the Senate on all great 
questions. Here, at the close of the 
nineteenth century, the great question 
was presented whether international 
differences were to be settled by arbi- 


. tration or by the methods of Fitzsim- 


mons and Corbett. The Senate had 
listened to speeches, but in this, as in 
all other questions, there was no ac- 
tion. The Senator from Alabama (Mr. 
Morgan) had presented a resolution as 
to Cuba involving the great Cuban 


| question, “handed down to us by | 
Grover II.” But where was that reso- 
lution? It was impossible to tear the 


golden god from the Senate rules in 


order to act on’Cuba. The Senator as- 


serted that there was a majority of “in- 
surgents” in this body ready to act, but 
was held back by the minority in con- 
trol. It was time to do away with 
these barnacle rules. 

“T would not scuttle the old ship,” ex- 
claimed the Senator vigorously, “but I 
would like to put her in dry dock long 
enough to have her bottom scraped.” 

There was another round of applause 
as Mr. Mason concluded. Mr. Hoar re- 
plied briefly to Mr. Mason. He pointed 
out that little could be expected from 
the Committee on Rules, as several of 
the members were engaged on the 
Tariff Bill and other work. He was in 
accord with much that the Illinois Sen- 
ator had said as to the need of action, 
but he differed from him on some of 
the criticisms against the Senate. 

Mr. Gorman of Maryland (Dem.) 
promptly moved to refer th resolution 
to the Rules Committee. 

Mr. Mason protested, saying this 
Committee on Rules was recognized .as 
the “altogether lonely graveyard to 
which are committed the bodies of de- 
ceased measures.’

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Speaker 
Reed today informed President Gom- 
pers and a delegation from the Amer- 
ican Federation of ‘Labor, who called 
to urge the enactment of labor legisla- 
tion by Congress, that the House 
would enact no legislation until the 
tariff question was settled, and urged 
the delegation to work among laboring 
men in behalf of a settlemnt that 
would bring about early action in this 
important matter.

Suggestion, but Fails to Unite 
on a Nominee—Adjourns by 
a Close Vote.

ALL ALONG THE LINE, 


A Comprehensive View of the Con- 
ditions Up to Date.

NEW YORK, April 21.—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Athens says the 
war on the frontier continues with un- 
abated fury, and all along the line 
from the Gulf of Salonica on the east 
to the Gulf of Arta on the west, a des-

The advance of the Turkish forces 
on rnavo has not been’ seriously 


‘checked though from Greek sources 
comes many claims of victories, These, 
however, are of small importance com- 
pared to the information that the 
Turks are investing Tyrnavo. Tyrnavo 
is about three leagues northwest of 
Larissa, and was depended upon by the 
Greeks to seriously hamper any at- 
tempt that would have been made by 
the Turks to approach Larissa. 
Immediately after their disastrcus 
defeat at Milouna Pass the Greeks fell 
back to Trynavo, but the Turks closely 
followed them and began a vigorous 
cannonading of the positiom. Tyrnavo’s 
fall will make it next to impossitle for 
the Moslem’s advance on the Greek 
military base at Larissa to be ‘stopped. 
Larissa is poorly fortified and it may 
become necessary for the Greéks to 
precipitate a pitched battle with the 
Turks on the plains that lie between 
Larissa and the Macedonian frontier. 
If such an event occurs it will be 
the greatest military struggle in the 
history of the world. The Greek force, 
after a terrific battle, has managed to 


| get through to the plains of Damasi in 


Macedonia, in the meantime bombard- 
ing and destroying the small village 
of Viglia, half a dozen Turkish batter- 
ies and killing over two hundred Turks. 
The Greek loss was light. About three 
hundred Turks were taken prisoners at 
Viglia. 

The pass at Reveni, a few miles 
northwest of Tyrnavo, where there 
are as many as 40,000 Turks under the 
personal direction of Kdhem Pasbka, 
has been the scene of the fiercest fight- 
ing of the war. 

This horde of Moslems, singing and 
chanting war songs, reaches from Re- 
veni to Boughess, and for the past 
three days have unremittently en- 
deavored to obtain a free road to the 
Tressalian plains. Twenty thousand 
Greeks, under the direction of Prince 
Constantine, have steadily fought and 
struggled to keep back the Mohamme- 
dan stream and have thus far suc- 
ceeded. 
On the Gulf or Arta the Greeks 
are having things pretty much their 
own way. The Turks at Arta at- 
tempted to cross the river despite the 
fire of the Greek artillery. This was 
magnificently handled, however, and 
the Moslems were mowed down by the 
score, the river being literally filled 
with the Sultan’s soldiers. Staggering 
under their awful defeat, the Turks 
retreated. 

Col. Manos, in his invasion of this 
part of Epirus,has been very success- 
ful. He has occupied several villages 
with but slight resistance and has 
hastily fortified them. There is hardly 
anv serious obstacle to his advance 
northward into Albania and toward 
Janina, where a great battle may be 
fought. 

After retreating the Turks attempted 
to bombard Arta using nearly one hun- 
dred pieces of artillery in the operation, 
but it failed, their markmanship being 
bad and the range too great. The 
squadron of ironclads which left the 
Piraeus under sealed orders is likely 
to strike some bold blow, though it 
is generally. believed it is bound 
for Salonica, where it will bom- 


off the base of supplies of the army 
under Edhem Pasha. The _ second 
squadron, composed of a frigate, two 
corvettes, three armed transports and 
one torpedo boat, have left the Golden 
Horn. Other Turkish vessels are still 
under the guns of the Dardanelles forts.

CAPTURE OF TYRNAVO. 


Sharp Fighting Across a Ravine. 
Mendou Pasha’s Pians. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

FOOT OF MILOUNA PASS, April 20. 
—(Afternoon, delayed in transmission.) 
—[By Atlantic Cable.] The last height 
commanding Tyrnavo has just been 
captured by the Turks. The infantry 
advance was supported by cavalry, the 
soldiers cheering lustily as they began 
the attack. 

Mendou Pasha has prepared to de- 
scend at 9 o’clock tomorrow into the 


| 


Plain. Taking the-road—to- 


Thessalian 
the left, which skirts along the base of 


the foothills, large bodies of cavalry 
will push forward to the front, while 
the infantry takes possession of build- 
ings which the Greeks have left in 
their hurried flight. 

It was the task of Neschat Pasha to 
attack the Lospaki Heights, the last 
Greek stronghold commanding Tyrnavo. 
The Turkish  batteroes, each gun 
dragged by fifty men, pushed forward 
and bombarded the Greek position. A 
deep ravine lay between the infantry 
forces of the two armies. It was strewn 
with heavy rocks and.loose boulders. 
After sharp fighting the Greek bat- 
teries withdrew, but the Greek infantry 
continued to defend the position until 
compelled to retire. 

Heavy fire has been heard from the 
direction of Zarkos throughout the 
afternoon, and the struggle at Karyas 
still continues, each side in turn ad- 
— and retreating across the fron- 
tier. 

Reinforceménts were sent from this 
point last night (Monday) to Hamid 
Pasha at Karyas. When they arrive 
there it is expected that the Greeks will 
| be finally repulsed. 

The Greeks are now strongly en- 
trenched in the plain north and west of 
Larissa. Edhem Pasha is acting with 
the greatest caution and deliberation. 

HEADQUARTERS AT MILOUNA. 

MILOUNA PASS, April 20.—(Night. 
Delayed in transmission.)—The Greek 
posts at Milouna and Tyrnavo were 
captured at noon today. The Turkish 
Elassona to Milouna. 

It is estimated that the Greek forces 
now in the Thessalian Plain in front of 
Edhem Pasha and between this point 
and Larissa number at 1 t sixty thou- 
sand, but the Greek p:@oners say that 
their reserves are exhausted. 

A military telegraphic line has been 
extended to Milouna, but as yet there 
is no postal service. From the heights 
can be seen huge clouds of dust in the 
distance, which indicate that large 
bodies of Greek infantry are en route 
from Larissa to defend the heights not 
yet captured at Tyrnavo. But they will 
probably be too late. The coolness and 
courage of the Turks in attack are be- 
yond praise.

Prof. Crehore and Lieut. Squier Have 
Invented a Wonderful Electrical 


Apparatus — Projectiles May Be. 


Used for the Purpose. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, April 21.—[{Special 
Dispatch.) At a meeting of the 
American Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers tonight, Albert Cushing Crehore, 
professor of physical science of Dart- 
mouth College, exhibited an instrument 
designed to revolutionize telegraphy. 

“By the use,’ he said, the syn- 
cronograph 3000 words per minute can 
easily be telegraphed, and what is, of 
course, equaily important, can as easily 
-be received and recorded. A duplex 
line will carry 6000 words a minute.” 


collaborator in the invention of the 
syncronograph, Lieut. George Owen 
Squier, U.S.N., was describing the re- 
markable machine to another branch of 
the same institute. It *may be here 
stated - that these two gentlemen, 
Crehore and Squier, invented the pol- 
arizing photo-cronograph, with which 
the most successful experiments were. 
made at the electrical laboratory of 
the United States Artillery School at 
Fortress Monroe. 
The. photo-cronograph is a machine 
to measure the velocity of projectiles. 
The receiver of the syncronograph that 
will receive 3000 words a minute is a 
development of the photo-cronograph 
which measures the flight of cannon 
balls.

TERROR REIGNS, 


PROMISED LAND IN MISSISSIPPI. 
INUNDATED. 


The Levee Broke at Shipland, Add. 
ing Nineteen Thousand Acres to 
the Flooded Area. 


MAYORSVILLE UNDER WATER. 


PLANTATIONS IN SEVERAL COUN- 
TIES ENTIRELY SUBMERGED. 


Hundreds of Places Which Had Af- 
forded Protection to Inhabitants 
and Animals Hastily Deserted, 
Calls for Help.

ly | GREENVILLE (Miss.,) April 21.— 


There was another break in the levee 
on the Mississippi side at Shipland, or 
the Promised Land levee, at 10 o’clock 
this morning, forty miles by rail south 
of Greenville. 

The break will cover 19,000 acres of 
land, and will add to the volume of 
water already covering most of the 
land in its vicinity. The levee is ten 
feet high, and the break is fully 300 
feet wide. There was a foot on the 
inside of the levee when it gave away. 
The break will entirely submerge 
Mayorsville, the county seat of the 
county, a town of. 400 people. The 
town is situated twelve miles north 
of the break. From Mayorsville south 
to the Yazoo River, every plantation in 
Issaquena, and two-thirds of those in 


| Sharkey, besides a number of others 
‘in Yazoo and Warren counties, 


will 
be put under waiter from ten to twenty 
feet deep. 

While this section was in a large 
‘measure already overflowed, there were 
hundreds. of farmhouses and cabins, 
and numerous ridges and mounds and 
hastily-erected scaffolds which still af- 
forded protection to man and beast. 
These are now being rapidly aban- 
doned and terror reigns. 

FAMILIES SURROUNDED. 

QUINCY (Ill.,) The Mississippi River 
‘at this point is steadily rising. The/| 
steamer Harry Rock rescued several 
families whose homes in the bottoms 
north of the city were surrounded by 
water. At Warsaw, IIl., the Mississippi 


‘has passed the eighteen-foot mark and 


people are now leaving portions of the 
district protected by the levees. At 
Keithsburg, Ill., the river is now at its 
highest point for séveral years; and 
the condition of the bottom-land farm- 
ers is pitiful. 
RATIONS SENT OUT. . 

VICKSBURG (Miss.,) April 21— 
Three thousand flood sufferers were is- 
sued rations here today, and this total 
will be considerarbly increased, it is 
believed. Government supplies were 
sent out tonight by steamer, both up. 
and down the river. This will check 
the tendency to congregate here. Tents 
for 2000 persons. were received here to- 


day and arrangements will be made to 


erect them. They will relieve a state 


-of unhealthful overcrowding.

JACKSON (Miss.,) April 21.—A dis- 
patch to the Associated Press from 
Greenville says the levee on Promised 
Land plantation, at Shipland, Issa- 
quena county, broke at 9:10 this morn- 
ing. It was eighteen feet high and the 
backwater is already against it. 
AN INTERNATIONAL QUESTION. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Represen- 
tative Sayers of Texas, who was chair- 
man of the Appropriations Committee 
in the last Democratic Congress, and 
has had gmuch experience in dealing 
with go ment works, suggests’ a 
plan for a comprehensive settlement 
of the Mississippi-River problem. 

Mr. Sayers would have the United 
States government call on the engin- 
eers of the world to consider the prob- 
lem of controlling the Mississippi River 
and to present reports for a perma- 
nent system so that the government 


‘might adopt the ideas of the best en- 


gineering talent. .For this purpose he

A GALLANT COMMANDER. 


Death of Brig.-Gen. Richard W. 
Johnson at St. Paul. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
@ST. PAUL, April 21.—Brig.-Gen. 
Richard W. Johnson, U.S.A., retired, 
a gallant division commander during 
the war of the rebéllion, died at his 
home in this city tonight suddenly of 
pneumonia, after an illness of only a 
few days. It had been thought he was 
recovering when there was a sudden 
relapse and death came. 

Gen. Johnson was born in Living- 
ston county, Ky., in 1827, and grad- 
uated at. West Point in 1849, being that 
year stationed at Fort Snelling. In 
October, 1861, he was made brigadier- 
general of volunteers. In Octobed, 
1867, he was retired with the rank of 
brigadier-general in the regular army. 
He leaves a young widow and infant 
child, besides two grown sons. 


INSANE ON MONEY. 


Death of Volney B. Smith, ex-Lieu-~ 
tenant-Governor of Arkansas. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) April 21.— 
Hon. Volney B. Smith, ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor, and at one time the most 
prominent figure in Arkansas politics, 
died today at the insane asylum, 
where he had been confined g#everal 
months. Mr. Smith became insane on 
the money question during the late 
Presidential campaign, and since his 
confinement became very violent. He 
died of exhaustion. He served as Con- 
sul to St. Thomas in President Grant’s 

administration. 


DISTURBED HONDURAS. 


UNSETTLED CONDITION OF AF- 
FAIRS IN THE REPUBLIC. 


Jackson, an American, to Fit Out 
an Expedition — Rebels Capture 
the Puerto Cortez Railway—At- 


tack on the Latter Port. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, April 21—A dispatch 
from Tegucigalpa to the Herald says 
that the news has just reached the cap- 
ital that Mr. Jackson, an American, has 
sailed for New Orleans from Puerto 
Cortez, to purchase arms and fit out a 
filibustering expedition... The Minister 
of the Greater Republic of Central 
America, Sefior Rodriguez, at Washing- 
ton; has been instructed by cable by 
the Diet to prevent the sailing of the 
expedition. The government seems dis- 
pleased at the American Minister, who 
is alleged to have assured the President 
of Jackson’s neutrality. 

The rebels have been repulsed from 
several small towns in the south, but 
have taken without resistance the 
Puerto Cortez Railway and all towns 
and villages on the route. No attempt 
has been made to raise a forced loan. 
The Herald’s correspondent in San Sal- 
vador has also had advices to the effect 
that many citizens are implicated in 
the revolt in Honduras. In an inter- 
view, a member of the Central Amer- 
ican Diet said that if the Central 
Americans were captured and merited 
punishment should be meted out, they 
would soon be claiming the interven- 
tion of the United States through the 
diplomatic channels, which, under the 
circumstances, should not be granted. 

The insurgent attack on Puerto Cor- 
tez, Honduras, April 138, .which began 
the revolution now in progress in that 
republic, was witnessed by the officers 
and crew of the American steamer Fox- 
hall, which arrived at this port last 
night. 

Chief Officer Krojgard and Second Of- 
ficer Ferdinand Bandish gave the de- 
tails of the attack as they saw it, the 
chief officer saying: 

‘We had cast off our lines from the 
pier at Puerto Cortez at 9 o’clock on 
the morning of Tuesday last and were 
steaming slowly out of the bay when it 
was noticed that something unusual 
was taking place on shore. 

“A large body of men marching at a 
double quick appeared from a point of 
woods at the head of a lagoon beyond 
town. Their approach was evidéntly 
discovered by the townspeople at about 
the same time, for a great commotion 
began at once. Between the point ‘of 
woods and the town was.a blockhouse 
garrisoned by a small force of men 
with six field pieces, under the com- 
mand of a German officer. The insur- 
gents directed their attack upon this 
blockhouse, going up at a charge. They 
had nearly reached the blockhouse be- 
fore a shot was fired. Then there was 
a scattering volley. A moment later 
the insurgents had possession of the 
place and were seen dragging the can- 
non With them toward town. They 
halted on a piece of rising ground and 
placed the guns in position. 

“The Foxhall kept on its way down 
the harbor and had left the bay before 
the attack on the town itself began. 
There was a British steamer in the 
harbor which cast off its lines when the 
firing was hearing. Before it left the 
pier forty men from the customhouse 
were seen to run down to the steamer. 
It was evident from their action that 
they were asking the captain of the 
steamer to take them on board. He re- 
fused, and got under way as rapidly as 
possible. The steamer was seen coming 
out of the harbor shortly after the Fox- 
hall had rounded the headlands.”’ 

Officer Bandish said that the insurrec- 
tion had been expected for several 
months. Dr. Marco dAuierlesoto, well 
known in this city, who was President 
of Honduras from 1876 to 1883, is said to 
be at the head of the revolt. 


FIRE AT CHICAGO. 


Two Lives Lost and Three Dwell- 
ings Partially Destroyed. 

CHICAGO, April 21.—Two lives were 
lost and three dwellings partially de- 
stroyed by fire, which broke out early 
this morning in the building at No. 4226 
Ashland avenue. The flames spread so 
rapidly that many occupants were 
forced to jump from the windows, while 
others were taken down ladders. The 
dead are:

JOHN COYNE. 

The bodies were both slightly burned. 
Coyne, who was 13 years old, was 
found tightly clasped in the arms of 
McCleash, who evidently perished in 
an effort to save the boy.

DARK PROSPECTS FOR CUBA LIBRE 
ACCORDING TO ZARRAGA. 


The Insurgent Leader Deserted the 
Cause as a Rat a Sinking Ship. 
Admits Having Dynamited 
Trains in Pinar del Rio.

HAVANA, April 21.—[By Central 
American Cable.] The well-known in- 
surgent leader, Julian Zarraga, who 
surrendered with five of his followers 
to the Spanish authorities in Pinar del 
Rio on April 16, has made a request 
to be sent to Spain.

WEYLER’S LATEST ORDER. 


Valuable Property Owned by Amer- 
icans to Be Destroyed. 
[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, April 21.—[{Special Dis- 
patch.] Gen. Weyler’s latest order, as 
announced today by the Cuban Junta 
in this city, involves the destruction of 
the most valuable property in Cuba, 
outside of Havana, much of which is 
owned by American citizens. The mem- 
bers of the junta, when questioned 
about the story that Gen. Weyler had 
issued an order to destroy all of the 
hospitals of the wounded and to mas- 
sacre the wounded patriots, said that 
it was not news to anybody who had 
followed the story of the war. Weyler, 
they said, was now going even further 
than that, and was burning such of the 
hospitals as he could, including the

the junta, said that the junta had just 
received the text of Gen. Weyler’s 
latest order, which is resulting in in- 
calculable damage to the richest sugar 
districts in Cuba. The order, he said, 
was that all of the people in Cienfuegos 
District, in the province of Santa Clara, 
must move into the garrisons. They 
were not allowed to take from their 
house anything except the clothing 
they wore, and as soon as they left 
their houses, the buildings were de- 
stroyed. 

All growing sugar cane is. being 
burned, and it is Weyler’s intention, the 
junta declares, to sweep from the dis- 
trict every building which could shel- 
ter Cuban rebels and every growing 
thing and every head of cattle which 
might afford them sustenance. Every 
house and plantation is to be destroyed 
under this latest order of Weyler’s;. 
that is, except those which maintain a 
Spanish garrison, for which the pro- 
tected have to pay. The story of Wey- 
ler’s destroying Cuban hospitals. and 
Cuban wounded dates from the time 
when he took charge of the Spanish 
campaign in Cuba. - 

“We have reliable advices,” said 
Palma, “that he is burning hospitals 
and inmates now whenever he gets a 
chance. The order for the destruction 
of property is that it must be burned, 
no matter whether it belongs to Span- 
iards, Cubans or Americans. Cienfue- 
gos is the most important sugar dis- 
trict in Cuba. Hundreds of acres of 
growing sugar cane and many houses 
have been burned within a few days 
and destruction is still going on. 

“An American whom I know well, 
but whose name I will not tell, be- 
cause he is in Cuba and might fall 
under Weyler’s vengeance, has had 
three plantations destroyed. On them 
were six houses, all of them large and 
one of them sheltering 500 workmen. All 
of the cattle have been driven off and 
killed, so that the Cubans in the moun- 
tains will not be able to use them for 
food. Cienfuegos itself is a’ most im- 
portant town on the south coast of 
Cuba, but under Weyler’s order not a 
building in it is to be left standing un- 
less it is garrisoned by a force of Span- 
iards which the owners pay well for.” 


WHITES VERSUS BLACKS. 


RACE WAR NARROWLY AVERTED 
| AT DAVIS, I. T. 


Murder and Robbery of a White 
Man by a Negro . Started the 
Trouble —The Grand Jury In- 
vestigating a Mob of Would-be 
Lynchera. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

ARDMORE (I. T.,) April 21.—Trou- 
ble between whites and blacks has 
broken out in the town of Davis, twenty 
miles north of here, and the negroes 
have appealed to the Territorial author- 
ities for protection. 

On Saturday night, last, Charles Mc- 
Cormick, white, was murdered and 
robbed by a negro named Frank Brown. 
The crime created unusual excitement 
in the village. On Monday following a 
band of twenty white men, masked and 
heavily armed, visited the houses of 
all the negroes in town and warned 
them to leave the place within twenty- 
four hours, under penalty of mob vio- 
lence. 

The negroes appealed to United 
States Judge Kilgore, who summoned 
the grand jury and instructed them 
that the outragg must be thoroughly 
investigated, as such acts of mob vio- 
lence could not be tolerated in the 
Indian Territory. He instructed that 
neither time nor money should be spared 
in bringing the guilty parties to jus- 
tice. 

Judge Kilgore’s action seems to have 
prevented the carrying out of the 
threats of the whites. 


A Brave Little Girl. 

At about 8 o’clock last evening fire 
broke out in thee residence of James 
Parson, at No. 1153 East Twenty-eighth 
street. The department made quick 
response to the call and the flames 
were soon extinguished. The ‘blaze 
started by the Careless handling of 
matches by one of Parson’s children, 
who had been left in sole charge of the 
house, and a fatality was narrowly 
averted. A little girl first saw the 
smoke, and, rushing into the house, 
found Parson’s three-year-old son in 
the midst of a mass of burning bed 
clothes. She snatched the little fel- 
low from his perilous position and car- 
ried him to a place of safety before 
giving the alarm. 

The damage did not exceed $100. 


CHINESE ENTRIES. 


An Official Raling Which Sends One 


‘Hundred Mongolians Home. 


WASHINGTON, April 21. At- 
torney-General has rendered an opinion 
to’ the Secretary of the Treasury in 
which he holds under the joint reso- 
lution of Congress suspending the op- 
eration of,certain parts of the immigra- 
tion laws so as to admit foreigtiers to 
be employed in various capacities in 
connection with the Nashville Exposi- 
tion, the Secretary has a right to limit 
the number to be so admitted. 

The question was raised as to the ad- 
mission of several hundred Chinese 
who had arrived on the border and 
applied for entrance. The decision will 
necessitate the return to China of over 
a hundred Chinese at Port Townsend 
and many more soon to arrive. The 
necessary instructions to, this effect 
will be sent to immigration and cus- 
tom officials today.

SALT LAKE (Utah,) April 21—A 
daring robbery took place at noon to- 
day at Castle Gate, Utah, on the line 
of the Rio Grande Western Railroad. 
E. L. Carpenter of this city, paymaster 
of the Pleasant ValleyeGeal Company, 
went down this morning with $7800 to 
pay off the men at the mine. When 
he reached Castle Gate and was going.

The American Nile. 


[Bradstreet’s:] The Mississippi River 
and its management is a prover sub- 
ject for national concern and the ap- 
pointment of a commission to examine 
and suggest a comprehensive scheme 
of improvement and control is an im- 
mediate necessity. This commission 
should not be a mere junketing affair, 
but should be made up of the ablest 
engineers in the country. As it stands, 
the costly levee system, with number- 
less side-show schemes for controlling 
that least controllable of all things— 
water in a state of disturbance—is a 
practical failure in some States, and is 
open to indictment in the others. Only 
this week levees on opposite banks of | 
the stream were guarded to prevent 
their being cut by men rendered des- 
perate by fear of loss to themselves. 
At one point the channel of the river 
was two miles wide, while above it a 
crevasse had allowed the river to coyer 
a tract of country sixty miles wide. 
Something should be done to disarm 
the Mississippi River, now a deadly en- 
emy, and make it the Nile of America, 
a power for good to human: kind along 
its banks. The yearly recurrence of 
these floods, rising, as it seems like 
this vear, to the proportions of a na- 
tional calamity, seems a high price to 
pay for denuding the lands at the head- 
waters of their forest growth some 
measure of the present trouble being 
attributable to that source. Without 
attempting in any way to disparage the 
levee system as it is at present main- 
tained in the different States and while 
conceding that this system is the best 
that could be devised in our now ad- 
mittedly crude system of protecting the 
Mississippi Valley against floods, the 
conclusions must certainly be reached 
that steps must be taken to solve this 
problem. Whether it will be found 
necessary to take what might be re- 
garded in this country as a step back- 
ward and adopt the Egyptian plan of 
utilizing the river as a great irriga- 
ting and fertilizing agent within rea- 
sonable bounds is a subject which 
might be profitably studied. The an- 
nual rise of the Nile is looked to as the 
forerunner of bounteous crops. Cen- 
turies of experience have taught the 
Egyptians the futility of attempting to 
curh the Nile in its rise, even if it 
were desired. Here the curbing process 
has been in active use for years, and 
each year as the immense quantities of 
silt brought down in the Mississippl 
raise the bed of the stream yearly, the 
levees are raised or strengthened to 
meet the strain. The failure of the at- 
tempt this year to confine the river 
to'its alleged natural channel is only 
a forerunner of what is possible to 
occur every spring in the future. In 
length and volume of water the Mis- 
sissippi is equal to several Niles, and 
with skillful engineering and oid world 
experience for guides it might be 
found practicable to give it an equally 
beneficent place in the agricultural and 
economical development of our great 
continental valley. 350

During the space :of. littie 
more than a century, this section has 
seen a series of changes’ in goverh- 
ment, manners and. customs. that 
make it specially interesting: to. the 
historian as a field of research. Dur- 
ing the time‘ indicated; . Southern 
California has been under four flags, 
that of Spain, of Mexico,. the Bear 
flag, and the Stars andStripes. 
Old-timers who were’ living wit- 
nesses of the interesting. period be- 
fore the Gringo came-to take. posses- 
son of the land, are rapidly. disappear- 
ing, and in too many Cases ~ their 
stories die with them, for: ofany 
systematic effort. a, record 
of what they saw and.knew, The 
only soviety that is engaged in this 
work here is the Historical Society 
of Southern ‘California,’ which has 
not hitherto received the recognition 
that it deserves. . Notwithstanding the 
rich field for research which exists 
here, there is probably no; State in 
the Union: that ‘has: shown ‘itself so 
utterly indifferent: as California: to. the 
preservation of its history. ‘ Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Kansas ‘and other 
western States spend ‘thousands of 
dollars on their State ‘historical | so- 
cieties. California pays. the: keeper of 
archives, whatever ‘they may be, a 
salary of $4000 a year..'It, pays . the 
historian of the Whittier reform 
school a salary of $936:a‘year; the 
custodian of Sutter’s new ‘fort (built 
in 1894) $1200 a year, and the keeper 
of a few old relics of Marshall—who 
was not the first discoverer of gold 
in California—$600 a year. Meantime, 
the State allows valuable . historical 
material and relics to be ‘gathered up 
every year by curio pot-hunters, and 
to be carried off, and sold' to eastern 
museums and libraries. 
The Historical Society issues an an- 
nual publication, containing papers 
that have been read before it during 
the year. _ These: issues: all’ together 


valuable historical matter, pertaining 
almost entirely to the history of 
Southern California. Much of it has 
been secured, from. old pioneers like 
Warner, Pico and Coronel, all of 
whom have died since the issue began. 
Had. it been: for the society,: the 
local history. gathered ‘from their 
reminiscences would have been: lost, 
as sO much was lost before the so- 
ciety began collecting. These . publi- 
cations, especially the early numbers, 
are becoming scarce.’ While many of 
the leading State, college and _histori- 
cal ‘libraries in the: eastern. and 
western States have complete sets, 
arid others that have not are offer- 
ing to purchase at-a liberal ° price 
numbers to complete their. sets, ‘only 
three libraries of California ‘have 
made an effort to secure’ the ‘books. 
These are the State library, the Stan- 
ford University library and the Pasa- 
dena public library. From three to 
four hundred copies of the issue of 
the yearly publication are. distributed 
among historical, scientific and geo- 
graphical societies, exchanges ~ being 
made with leading societies of this. 
and foreign countries.’ During the 
past few years requests for publica- 
tions of the society have come . from 
Sweden, Canada, Australia; New Zea- 
land, France, England and other coun- 
tries. | 
For nearly twelve years the society 
held its meetings in the old City Hall 
building, on West Second street. 
This was sold by the city a year ago, 
and since then the society has held 
its monthly meetings at private resi- 
dences of members. The collections 
of the society, covering a period of 
fourteen years since it has been in 
existence, are in the galery of Judge 
Van Dyke’s courtroom, and are diffi- 
The society’ desires, 
as soon as its funds will permit, to 
secure more suitable’ quarters. It 
never runs in debt, and there is prob- 
ably no institution in the State that 
has accomplished so much with. such 
limited means. ‘Among ‘the collec- 
tions of the society that cannot be 
found in any other library or collec- 
tion, and ‘which cannot be duplicated, 
are files of Los Angeles newspapers, 
almost complete, from July, 1854, down 
to date, a period: of forty-three years. 
The legal advertisements in these old 
papers have frequently supplied miss- 
ing links in lawsuits, and the set- 


litigation would have.resulted had 
they not been available. The society 
has a complete file of Great Registers 
of the county, the only one in exist- 
ence, also a file of city directories, and 
what is,'so far as known, the only 
copy: in existence of the’ first city 
directory issued. The value of.such 
collections increases with’ each year. 
The secretary of the society is con- 
stantly in receipt of ‘letters of in- 
quiry in regard to all: manner of sub-

The road is to be operated at 
actual cost, and no dividends are to 
be-declared. .In lieu of. dividends, 
transportation. certificates, .good for 
freight or passenger service, or for 
any debt due the company when ac- 
corhpanied by an equal amount in cash, 
are to be issued to stockholders to the 
full amount of their paid-up stock. 
No stockholder is to be permitted to 
have more than one vote, no matter 
how many shares of stock he may 
hold. The corporation will not’ haye 
power to issue bonds of any descrip- 
tion, or to subject itself to any inter- 
est-bearing debt whatsoever. The pri- 
vate property of stockholders is to be 
exempt from all corporate debts, and 
no Official of the road is to receive a 
salary or other compensation, ‘for serv- 
ices rendered, to exceed $3000 per an- 
num. 
Popular subscriptons have = been 
opened for the stock of this enterprise, 
but it is not. recorded that there has 
been a grand rush to subscribe. It 
will probably be some time before the 
whole $10,000,000 called for. by the 
articles of incorporation will be taken. 
Ten million dollars is a very large 
amount to raise by subscription in $10 
installments. The progress of the en- 
terprise, however, will be watched with 
considerable interest in all parts. of 
the country. If it should succeed, it

and not because the mistress of the 
card realizes that it imposes upon her 
the necessity of staying at home on 
that day. In consequence calling is in 
a state of disorder. In- fact such: a 
thing as etiquette in regard to calls 
is almost unknown. 

Chicago men have their difficulties 
about calls also. One of them has 
recently appealed to the papers. to 
know if it was necessary for.him to call 
upon another man who had entertained 
him. And if so would: it be proper*for 
him to go alone, or should he take a 
lady with’ him? He was advised that 
if there was no hostess no rule of eti- 
quette applied to the case, but that it 
would be decidedly unusual to.take a 
young lady to call upon a man. 

People constantly finding themselves 
in such difficulties has caused the de- 
mand to arise for a code of etiquette 
in Chicago. 


No stronger argument for a govern- 
ment system of savings banks could be 
found than what occurs here frem time 
to time following a bank failure. Im- 

. mediately a bank closes its doors and 
a number of: small depositors are 
caught, Uncle Sam’s money-order busi- 
ness increases greatly. It seems that 
some peopde have discovered that 
money orders are one perfectly safe 
method of taking care of money, even 
if it does not draw any interest. The 
people take out the orders payable to 
themselves, and when they want money 
they can draw it without trouble. The 
cost is slight, but the security is ab- 
solute. Since 1893 the money-order busi- 
ness of the Chicago postoffice has about 
doubled and it is mostly attributed to 
the bank failures, for a great per cent. 
of the orders are made payable in Chi- 
cago. There is always a great increase 
after each bank failure, and the cause 
of it-is easy to be found. The recent 
disastrous failure of the Globe Sav- 
nigs Bank, that has so seriously crip- 
pled the University of Illinois, empha- 
sized this practice considerably. 

The collapse of this institution and 
the subsequent disclosure that practi- 
cally the entire ‘endowment fund of 
the university was involved, has 
aroused considerable question as to 
placing the responsibility. Mr. Spauld- 
ing, the president of the bank, and the 
trustees of the University will probably 
be the ones who will have to carry 


the burden of the matter. Spaulding. 


will be fortunate if he gets off without 
criminal prosecution, and it seems that 
the only redress ‘against the trustees is 
to impeach them. The State Legisla- 
ture will probably be asked to appoint 
a committee for this purpose as soon 
as matters have so shaped themselves 
that the case can be proceeded with. 


Chicago has given a cripple’s ball for 
benevolent purposes already, and now 
comes the prospect of an athletic meet-’ 
ing, the participants to be cripples 
only.

It may bé true that. they. swear at 


oné another, but they. do it with sur-: 
prising ‘richness of ‘effect and lordly 


superiority to all the laws of color 
combinations. One forgives, even re- 
jJoices, in their blasphmy, hecause it is 
60 magnificent. 

In ‘the street decorations the effect of 
a continuous base of color is given by 
the long lines of small banners, 
stretched on two wires, that extend 
down each side of Broadway, Spring 
and Main-streets, from First to Sixth. 
Springing from these bases large, 
triangular banners arch the streets and 
give ‘a long vista of rich colors floating 
and waiving:in the wind. On: Main 
street: these banners. have the. three 


the big building. Red, orange and green 
streamers are gracefully festooned. frcm 
the windows. The long bas-relief col- 
umns on each wall are covered with 
straight strips of fiesta bunting. The 
Broadway entrance is arched with the 
tri-color and the other entrances are 
surmounted by large fan-shaped pieces. 
Nearly all the business houses are more 
or less festooned and draped -with the 
Queen’s tri-color, so that the sidewalks 
are banked with a continuous blaze 
of color. Many ‘have. decorations so 
unique and striking that they are wor- 
thy of special mention ‘ 

On Broadway the Ville de Paris has 
a striking triple canopy in separate 
fiesta colors built over the sidewalk. 
The arches are supported by large 
fluted columns and draped with the 
American flag, and the French tri-color, 
The windows are draped with flags 


(and the fiesta colors. The Los Angeles 


Furniture Company has a green arched 
canopy supported by ’four pairs of 
small pillars, lined with palm branches 
and surmounted ‘by’ a large Moorish 
dome in red and gold. This is flanked 
on both sides by draped awnings of the 
fiesta: colors. One of the-show windows 
represents a room in glowing reds and 
the other im vivid yellow. The Boston 
Store has one show window fijied with 
‘Magnificent red silks gracefully draped, 
the othér is ih green, ahd ‘between the 
two over the entrance is suspended a 
huge yellow umbrella to which a: very 
rich ‘effect’ has: been' given by fringin

--Promptly-at 2 p:m. the Queen and her 
court drove into the great amphitheater 
inclosed by the tribunes. This was 
much larger than in former years, and 
gave ample space for the evolutions of 
the parade. The throne was erected at 
the south side, just opposite the grand 
entrance on Twelfth street. On either 
side were erected the tribunes, deco- 
rated with hundreds of gonfalons and 
strings of -fluttering pennants. The 
throne was entirely in yellow, the scar- 
let Assyrian canopy being ‘replaced 
with one just the shade of the Califor- 
nia poppies. The broad staircase lead- 
ing up to the high dais on which was 
placed the chair of state was carpeted 
in yellow cloth, and the draperies 
around the throne were of the same 
sunny hue. 

At the head of the royal procession 
were the Fiesta Lancers, some of whom 
galloped ahead to clear the way for 
Her Majesty, while others acted as out- 
riders to the carriages of the Queen 
and the maids of honor. Her Majesty’s 
coach was am open barouche, drawn by 
four black horses harnessed in white 
satin. The carriage was smothered in 
a fluffy,creamy mass of pampas plumes. 
Wheels and all were hidden, and at 
every available point on the body of 
the carriage were tied ample streamers 
of wide white satin ribbon.

numerable tiny mirrors, which sparkle 
and gleam in the sunlight like dia- 
monds.* Tall silken plumes and tufts 
of peacock feathers, plates of shining 
brass and fringes of snowy fur, aid in 
rendering the monster lifelike and awe- 
inspiring. 

The monster’s head weighs. sixty 
pounds, but the difficulty of carrying 
it along the street is far greater than 
that figure wovyld indicate, for the 
strain of the body as the dragon is 
hurried from side to side greatly adds 
to the burden. 
The grim jaws are stretched wide 
open, and in the cavernous mouth, 
glowing ficry red, there hangs’ the 
dragon's tongue. It is long and pointed, 
and as the great head sways from side 
to side, the red tongue lolls from the 
open mouth and quivers threateningly. 

From the top of the head rises a. 
tall golden horn, 
smaller silver horns, one on each side. 
Long stalks, terminated by - silken 
,ponpons of variegated color, spring 
from the sides of,the head. The skull 
is tufted with peacock plumes. In 
the front of the skull‘is set a mirror, 
eight inches in diameter, gleaming in 
the sunlight. 

The long, undulating body is covered 
with hundreds of scales, made of silk 
and velvet, brass, tinsel and fur.

It is the property of 
the Chun Ying Tong of San Francisco, 
whose members all belong to the Young 
Wo Company. Legend tells that in the 
days of the Emperor Kin Lung there 
was once an imperial hunting party. 
The Emperor was separated from the 
rest of his companions, by chance. He 
encountered a huge lion. The animal 
looked at him a little while, then in 
humble submission turned and left him. 
unharmed. The Emperor ordered. that 
thenceforth the animal should be sa- 
cred, and from that day the villagers 
of southern China .-have yearly cele- 
brated the feast of the lion, the holy 
Zee Chee.. This fiesta lion is of ex- 
actly the same kind as those carried in 
the Chinese religious processions. 

The sacred lion was attended by a’ 
fan-bearer, carrying a carved tablet, 
enriched with the figures of saints, 
kings and beauties of ancient days, 
which custom ordains must be borne 
before a mandarin or & sacred figure.

REASONS WHY A SOLDIER SHOULD 

WEAR A RED COAT, 

\ 

The Drama in Commercial Training, 

Insect Pests Destroyed—Distin- 

guishing Real from Apparent 
Death—New Gas Prodacer, 


*[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, ‘April 13.—The ideal 
color for a soldier’s uniform is one 
which shall be sufficiently conspicuous 
at short distances to facilitate leading 
and to exaggerate the moral effect of 
the assault by giving to the party at- 
tacked the impression of a heavy body 
of troops, and at the same time incon- 
spicuous enough not to reveal prelim- 
inary strategical or tactical movements 
up to the limit of the first-fire position, 
In other words, the color needed is one 
which cannot be too conspicuous at 
close range, and too inconspicuous at 
a distance. After the fire position is 
once occupied, concealment is no longer 
an advantage, for the possibility of act- 
ually-aimed fire ceases, and the better 
the individual is seen the better is his 
chance of being missed by the particu- 
lar bullet intended for him, on the prin- 
ciple that with third-class shots t 
bull’s-eye is usually the safest part jof 
the target. The red coat, as it appears 
in the field, fulfills the above condition 
very closely, provided always, that 
the mass .of the color is_ suffi- 
ciently broken by the white belts 
of the equipment carried. The 
little concave surfaces of red exposed 
between the belts—not more than seven 
to nine inches across—appear to the eye 
at distances beyond 600 yards merely 
as disconnected points; and the belts, 
if not too white, which they seldom are 
on service are altogether indistinguish- 
able, This can he easily shown by act- 
ual experiment. If a redcoated regiment 
be paraded without belts, or with brown 
ones, side by side with another in 
marching order, it will be seen that at 
any distance over six hundred yards, 
as the onlooker goes further away, the 
‘latter regiment fades entirely away, 
while the former stands out like a brick 
wall. The practical advantages of red as 
a scouting :uniform was particularly 
demonstrated during the recent German 
maneuvers. The 4vhite curiassiers could 
be seen anywhere, and even the light- 
blue dragoons were fairly conspicuous, 
but the red of the Ziethen Hussars was 
almost invisible.

THE DRAMA IN COMMERCIAL 

TRAINING. ' 

An original method of preparing 
agents is carried out in an Ohio cash 
register factory. The salesmen of the 
firm which owns the factory are noted 
for their efficiency and persuasiveness, 


the factory is the “school,” which is 
fitted up as a small auditorium with 
suitable seats arranged in circular form 
andastage. The stage is supplied with 
properties and scenery for the repre- 
sentation of the office of a business 
man, a grocery store, a dry goods 
store, a department store, a cigar, 
store, etc. Men who are in training to 
become salesmen come here and stay 
six weeks at the expense of the firm. 
They sit in the auditorium and see upon 


how various merchants act, and what 
they say when approached on the sub- 
ject of a cash register; also how an ex-

comes difficulties. The student himself 
occasionally takes a turn on the stage, 
and his rendition of his part is closely 
watched and criticised by an audience 
which is always friendly and ready to 
suggest points of improvement.

study. 
LADYBIRD IN HAWAII. 

Few countries have. been more 
plagued by the importation of insect 
pests than the Hawaiian Islands; and 
in none have such extraordinary re- 
sults followed the introduction of bene- 
ficial species to destroy them. The 
greatest damage has been suffered from 
the invasion of the scale insect, in dif- 
ferent forms, which at one time multi- 
plied enormously. These insects were 
eventually routed and destroyed by the 
propagation of the ladybird. The two 
chief products of the island are sugar 
and coffee, and the cultivation of fruit 
is rapidly on the increase. All these 
industries have been continually threat- 
ened with destruction from imported 
insects. Coffee plants were introduced 
into the island in 1825. In 1850 the 


cultivation had to be abandoned, to be 
recommenced after the ladybirds had 
got to work on the scale insects. R. C. 
L. Perkins states that at one time he 
saw the canes on Kauai so devastated 
by an aphis that it seemed as though 
nothing could save the plant from ex- 
termination. A most useful species of 
coccinella was sent over from Ceylon, 
and bred in such numbers that the 
sugar canes were soon cleared of the 
aphides. On the same island, on an- 
other occasion, Mr. Perkins saw the 
fruit trees, especially orange and lime, 
in, a beautiful garden in a most deplor- 
able condition from the attacks of ap- 
hides and scale. Very few ladybirds 
could be found after a careful search. 
The owner was for spraying the trees. 
but it was decided to wait and give the. 
imported beetles a chance. In a few 
weeks they were swarming, and six 
months after the infested trees were al} 
in perfect condition, full of fruit and 
flower. Mr. Perkins also relates how a 
destructive beetle which had been acci- 
dentally introduced from Japan, speeqa- 
ily multiplied prodigiousty, and de- 
stroyed nearly every rose tree in Hono- 
lulu, subsequently attacking the foliage 
of many other trees. The cultivation of 
roses—once a feature of the city—be- 
came impossible, and a remedy seemed 
hopeless, One day, parasitic fungus 
was discovered, which by cultivation 
and the infection by it of healthy 
beetles, was soon spread far and wide. 
The ground under trees which were at- 
tacked by the beetles soon became liter- 
ally strewn with dead. beetles—al] 
killed by the fungus—beneath the sur- 
face of the soil the larvae likewise had 
perished, and now the natives are busy 
again at pruning and training their 
rose bushes. 

REAL AND APPARENT DEATH. 

Two new methods of distinguishing 
real from apparent death are advocated 
by Dr. Seberin Ieard. One method con- 
sists in the hypodermic or intravenous 
injection of certain substances, prefer- 
ably fluorescein, sodium iodid, lithium 
jodid, and potassium ferrocyanid, and 
subsequently ascertaining whether 
these substances have, been dispersed 
throughout the system. If, for instance, 
‘fluorescein be used; and the circulation 
is persisting, the skin and mucous 
membranes after a few minutes assume 
a yellowish-green color; socn after, the 
portion of the eye within the iris turns 
green, from the penetration of the fiu- 


humors, and greenness Can easily be de- 
ltected in the blood.

FREEING PULP WOOD OF KNOTS. 


A machine has been patented for 
taking the knots and foreign substances 
out,of wood for sulphite pulp. e freer 
the wood is from knots and ‘foreign 
matter, the whiter and better quality 
of pulp it makes. The old method was 
to bore the knots out by a hand auger, 
but many of the knots ran crosswise 
and could be only partially removed. 
Hand picking of the knots was also re- 
sorted to after the wood had been 
chipped, girls and women being mostly 
employed-for that purpose. Very few 
mills in America ld afford the enor- 
mous expense of Rand picking, but in 
Europe, where women, and girls can be 
employed for a few cents a day, this 
laborious process was adopted. In con- 
sequence the European manufacturers 
have been able to furnish American 
markets with a much cleaner and bet- 
ter grade of pulp than is manufactured 
in this country. But the new machine 
will clean the chips better than a hun- 
dred women and girls can do it in the 
same time. The method is simple and 
costs little. The wood is prepared in

the usual manner by passing the blocks 
through the chipper. The chips are 
then taken up by a blower and dis- 
charged against a_ steel plate which 
disintegrates them, after which they 
are passed through the machine which 
cleans out the knots. This is a tank or 
vat filled with water. After entering 
the water, the chips are submerged by 
machinery and taken to a carrier. The 
clean wood chips suitable for pulp float 
and are taken out, while the knots and 
resinous matter sink and are carried off 
from the bottom of the tank. The 
claim of the patent is for an improved 
method of simultaneously moistening 
and assorting the clear wood chips for 
cooking in the digester. 
NEW GAS-PRODUCER. 

Gas-producers have hitherto been con- 
structed with little regard to by-prod- 
ucts. None have been made to give 
good results with cheap slack coal, and 
where the use of gas for gas engines 
has been concerned, only expensive 
fuel, such as anthracite or coke, have 
been found available. A new producer 
and recoverer not only employs cheap 
bituminous fuel, but recovers from it 
ninety pounds of sulphate of ammonia 
per ton, and yields a gas eminently 
suitable for use in gas engines, and ap- 
plicable to all classes of furnace work. 
Not only have all the many difficuties 
which stood in the way of utilizing bi- 
tuminous slack in.producers been over- 
come, but the subject has been ad- 
vanced another stage by the recovery 
as ammonia of 70 per cent. of the orig- 
inal nitrogen contained in the fuel being 
made possible.

ADVERTISING FRUIT. The fol- 
lowing sensible and pertinent observa- 
tions in regard -to the benefits which 
might be derived by fruit men from a 
judicious advertising of their wares are 


from the Fruitman’s Guide, an excel- | 


Jent paper published in New York. 
The Guide refers in this article to 
€holesale fruit dealers, but the remarks 
are équally applicable to retailers, in 
connection with advertising in the daily 
press: 

“It would be wise if fruitmen would 
follow the example of dry goods men 
in the matter of special advertising. A 
fruitman inserts his advertisement in 
a trade paper, and simply states that 
he is in business, and gives his address. 
This, no doubt, does some good, and 
is a necessity, just as his, sign on the 
front of the store is a necessity, but 
be is not able to make direct returns 
from this sort of advertising, as when 
he states, upon particular occasions, 
that he has some particular line of 
egoods which he can supply, giving 
quantities and prices. The dry goods 
store advertises that it will make a 
special run on table linen, underwear 
or flannel blankets, and gives the price 
at which they will be*sold, for a cer- 
tain time. Just so, the fruitman should 
invite patronage by advertising that he 
has a certain quantity of fruit, of a 
certain quality, on which he will fill 
orders for a certain period of time at a 
certain price. If such advertising as 
this were tried, it would not be long 
before the value of printer’s ink in the 
fruit trade would be demonstrated.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


ADULTERATED HONEY. Beekeep- 
ers, and gatherers. and shippers of 
honey in the State of California, have 
a new law affecting their interests. 
The measure prohibiting the adultera- 
tion of honey and providing a punish- 
ment for violations has become a law. 
It reads as follows: 

“Section 1. No person shall, within 
this State, manufacture for sale, offer 
for sale, or sell any extracted honey 
which is adulterated by the admixture 
_ therewith of either refined of commer- 
‘eial glucose, or any other substance 
or substances, articles which may in 
any manner affect the purity of the 
honey. 

“Sec, 2. Every person manufactur- 
ing, exposing, or offering for sale, or 
delivering to a purchaser any extracted 
honey, shall furnish to any person in- 
terested, or demanding the same, who 
shall apply to him for the purpose, and 
tender him the value of the same, a 
«sample sufficient for the analysis of any 
such extracted honey which is in his 
possession. 

“Sec, 3. For the purpose of this act 
‘extracted honey’ is the transformed 
nectar of flowers, which nectar is 
gathered by the bee from natural 
sources, and is extracted from the 
comb after it has been stored by the 


e. 
“Sec. 4. Whoever violates any of the 
provisions of this act is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be fined not less than $25 nor 
more than $400 or imprisoned in the 
county jail not less than twenty-five 
days nor more than six months, or both 
such fine and imprisonment. And any 
person found guilty of manufacturing, 
offering for sale, or selling any adulter- 
ated honey under the provisions of this 
act, may, in the discretion of the court, 
be adjudged to pay, in addition to the 
penalties hereinbefore provided for, all 
necessary costs and expenses, not to 
exceed $50 incurred in analyzing such 
adulterated honey of which such person 
may have been found guilty of manu- 
facturing, selling, or offering for sale.” 
The California Fruit Grower calls the 
tention of those interested to the 
fact that they have no choice in the 
matter. They cannot put up an ex- 
tracted honey which in any way is a 
cempound, even though it be a fact 


that an absolutely pure honey is lack- | 


ing in keeping qualities. They cannot 
manufacture or sell a honey which is 
an admixture, no matter how innocent 
or desirable that admixture may be. 
The issue is clearly stated in the act.

Trading 
was dull, however, outside of some special 
causes, dealers having apperently been con- 
vineed by their experience of Monday, when 
they acted without any foreign exchanges to 
take their cue from and largely oversold the 
market on the war news, that they did not 
understand much about the eastern question 
and that they would prezer to await the 
clearer impression before buying or. selling 
further.

ings today, by the narrowness of the fluct 

tions and. by the close adherence to the Lon 
don parity in the price of international 
shares.
